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PERAMBULATION  OF  TOWN  LINE 

1964 

New  Colony  Corner 

The  perambulation  crew  proceeded  up  the  Old  Harvey 
Smith  Road  to  the  Groton-Orange  line,  which  is  just  beyond 
a  small  brook  bed  and  not  quite  up  to  the  Harvey  Smith 
home  site. 

A  wooden  stake  located  on  the  east  side  of  the  road  was 
painted  orange.  The  crew  then  followed  a  stone  wall  for 
a  short  distance  going  down  hill — east — to  Atwell  brook,

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FIRE  WARDEN'S  REPORT 

The  1964  forest  fire  season  surpassed  the  record  year 
of  1963  in  both  length  and  severity.  For  the  second  succes- 
sive year,  we  experienced  a  rainfall  deficiency  of  more  than 
ten  inches  and  the  compounding  of  such  drought  conditions, 
together  with  the  many  days  of  strong,  dry  winds,  character- 
ized 1964  as  one  of  the  most  hazardous  years  in  the  past 
half  century.  Although  our  fire  season  was  three  weeks 
longer  than  that  of  1963,  the  number  of  fires  showed  only  a 
slight  increase  and  more  remarkable  was  the  fact  that  the 
area  burned  dropped  from  2280  acres  in  1963  to  900  acres 
in  1964.  Early  detection  and  rapid  response  kept  many  po- 
tential fire  disasters  from  becoming  reality.  We  all  owe 
a  debt  of  gratitude  to  the  men  in  this  community  who  re- 
sponded and  fought  our  fires  so  efficiently.  Our  state  is 
now  86%  wooded  and  its  economy — both  industrial  and  rec- 
reational— is  greatly  dependent  on  this  forest  resource.  The 
responsibility  for  adequate  fire  protection  of  this  great  area 
— 4,350.00  acres — is  everyone's  responsibility  and  preven- 
tion is  one  of  our  most  effective  tools. 

Prevention  is  good  common  sense. 

1.  Take  your  rubbish  to  the  town  dump.  If  you  must  burn, 
obtain  a  permit  and  watch  your  fire  until  it  is  dead  out, 

2.  Instruct  your  children  in  fire  safety.  Keep  matches  from 
young  children.  Explain  to  them  the  dangers  of  light- 
ing matches  and  making  outdoor  fires. 

3.  Be  sure  discarded  smoking  material  and  matches  are  out. 
A  major  portion  of  our  preventable  fires  this  year  are 

chargeable  to  three  causes:   (1)   permit  fires  allowed  to  es- 
cape ;     (2)  children  playing  with  matches ;  and  (3)  smokers. 
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Let's  be  mindful  of  the  fact  that  all  such   fires  endanger 
property  and  lives. 

We  wish  to  thank  you  for  your  very  fine  cooperation 
during  the  past  fire  season  and  with  your  continued  coopera- 
tion we  are  confident  that  we  can  improve  our  fire  record 
in  1965.

This  is  a  brief  report  of  some  of  the  activities  that  your 
state  public  health  nurse  has  carried  out  during  the  year 
1964  within  the  area  in  which  your  town  is  located.  Please 
have  this  included  in  your  town  report. 

Home  visits  were  made  to  all  age  groups  for  health 
supervision,  nursing  care,  referrals,  and  so  forth  in  each 
and  every  town. 

Immunization  Clinics  were  held  in  the  towns  of  Bristol, 
Franklin,  Newbury,  Sutton,  Salisbury,  Wilmot,  Grafton, 
Hill,  and  Northfield. 

A  Chest  Xray  Clinic  was  held  in  Franklin  in  February. 

A  preschool  Dental  Fluoride  Clinic  was  held  in  Canaan 
in  June.  All  preschool  children  in  Grafton  were  invited  to 
reap  the  benefits  of  this  clinic.

Chapter  15,  Laws  of  1959  amends  RSA  76  by  inserting 
after  section  11  the  following  new  section:  76:ll-a  Inforum- 
tion  Required.  The  tax  bill  which  is  sent  to  every  person 
taxed,  or  his  agent,  if  known,  as  provided  in  section  11, 
shall  show  the  rate  for  municipal,  school  and  county  taxes 
separately.  Any  town,  through  its  selectmen,  may  request 
that  the  tax  commission  compute  the  rates  which  will  appear 
on  the  tax  bills  as  provided  hereunder  and  upon  said  request 
the  tax  commission  shall  furnish  the  required  information. 

A  combined  or  total  rate  is  shown  above  for  those  towns 
with  a  single  school  district  and  with  no  precincts  or  village 
districts.  It  is  recommended  that  the  combined  rate  be  shown 
on  each  tax  bill  in  addition  to  the  separate  rates.  Precinct 
and  multiple  school  district  towns  and  cities  should  also  ar- 
range their  tax  bills  so  that  each  taxpayer  will  know  his 
total  tax  rate  as  well  as  the  rate  breakdown.
